I am the President of Warrior Lacrosse, Inc. assignee of the subject patent 
application identified above, and am one of the name inventors of this 
application. 
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3. I am one of the co-inventors of U.S. Patent No. 5,568,925 along whh 
Phillip Naumburg and am also one of the Applicants of the present 

application for reissue. 

4. The lacrosse head disclosed and claimed in the subject patent application 
■was conceived by Phillip Naumburg and me, and was reduced to practice 
by us, in the United States, prior to August 2, 1994, which is the effective 
date of the prior art MacNeil patent (5,494,297).
